With victory he became one of 
‘the leading officers of the Israeli 
army. He led the army in 
sweeps which cleared the Negev 
(desert). In 1952 he graduated 
from a staff officer’s training 
school in England.

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Grand Jury Pleads 
For Auto Title Law 


One of several constructive present- 
ments by the Fulton County Grand Jury, 
which reported Friday, concerned the 
fact that Georgia is both the dumping 
ground and source of supply for automo- 
bile thieves. 


Thirty-seven states in the nation have 
strict tifle and registration laws, yet 
anyone who wishes a license tag in Geor- 
gia can obtain it. A signature on the 
application is the only evidence required 
of proof of ownership. 


Grand juries over the state are con- 
fronted at almost every session with 
cases involving the sale of mortgaged or 
stolen cars. Tags can be obtained for 
either and the statement of the amount 
of indebtedness on a vehicle requires no 
proof. 


The innocent purchaser of a stolen or 
mortgaged car has no recourse except 
against the law violator who sold it to 
him. If such a person is located he is 
usually in jail, under indictment or 
without funds. 


The taxpayer does not quite know 
what is happening either. He does not 
realize, for instance, that a relatively 
few but influential men who profit from 
lack of a title law are able to make the 
solicitor genérals, the sheriffs and the 
courts of Georgia serve as collection 
agencies for finance companies, banks and 
auto firms which find themselves suf- 
fering losses because Georgia does not 
have an adequate title law. 


Such a law again will be introduced at 
the next session of the General Assem- 
bly. Past Legislatures refused to take 
action. The new effort, too, will be de- 
feated by selfish interests unless public 
opinion strongly supports it. 

Opponents of the law claim it would 
be “burdensome.” 

That is not the case in 37 other states 
so why should it be in Georgia? 

Every purchaser of a used car takes 
considerable risk under the system we 
have now. Fimance.companies, banks and 
the public through their courts pick up 
the tab for failure to have an adequate 
law. 

Surely repetition of the same old story 
year after year will bring some sort of 
remedial action during the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. session!

Bama’s Jim Fulmer 


A Proven ‘Big Man’ 


On the basketball floor James (Big Jim) Fulmer resembles 
a stray Minnesota tackle who walked into the building by mistake. 
He carries a hulking 215 pounds on a 6-6 frame, and sometimes 
» he and Arthur Murray clash on 
what comprises natural grace 
and rythmn. 

But Fulmer, who this year 
stepped into the big brogans 
left by the departure of Ala- 
bama’s great center, Jerry 
Harper, is known as a fellow 
who gets the job done on sheer 
strength and accurate jump 
and hook shots. 

Fulmer handles himself well 
anywhere on the court, but Dr. 
Ashmore . Eugene Lambert, Bama coach, Henry-Hart 
likes” to station him ee the boards where the elbows are flying 
and the action is compact in a survival of the fittest test. 

Somehow you never think of the 24-year old junior (he spent 
four years in the Air Force) as a scorer, but that’s what earned 
him the season’s final Constitution Player of The Week award. 

For during the past week a deliberate Fulmer erased Harper’s 
name from the individual scoring column of the Alabama basket- 
ball record book. It came in the final game, against Auburn, and 
he can thank the Tigers for extending the game into two over- 
times, giving him his chance to establish a new mark. 

His record-breaking point was a foul shot in the second over- 
time and gave him a 35-point total, or 557 points for the season, 
or oné above Harper’s old 556 standard. In that game at Mont- 
gomery Friday night, Fulmer scored 13 field goals, nine foul 
shots. 

He also had scored 35 in the first Auburn game, won 92-88 
by the Tigers in overtime Jan. 19. 

The foul shot, to be sure, meant a great deal to Fulmer 
personally, but it also was the point that knocked Auburn out of 
third place in the Southeastern Conference. It extracted a measure 
of satisfaction out of a comparatively dismal 15-11 season (7-7 in 
the SEC) after the proud Crimson Tide had swept to the con- 
ference championship last year. 

And it wus a sweet finish for the lumbering giant from 
Florence, Ala. (twice a prep all-stater), who often stumbled into 
a round of boos, as he did at the Big Dome when he kicked a 
fallen Bobby Kimmel on the shoulder.

If a band of arsonists had burned the city of 
Decatur to the ground at 8 o’clock Saturday 
night, not a living soul would have discovered 
the rubble before 10:30.

On Spring Pickup 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


No one is watching the approach of spring, now 
less than three weeks away, more closely than auto 


makers and dealers. 


For this three-month-long season historically stands as the 
peak period of the year on their sales charts. However, there 
have been enough exceptions to make them wary. 


Last year, for example, it simply failed to 


materialize.

For another, the industry has spent millions of dollars on 
1957 models that represent a far greater styling departure from 


last year than the 1956 lines did 


Also, the 1955’s are two years old. And that’s the time when 
many car owners like to trade in for a new model—before they 


encounter any major repair bills 


And then there’s the sales philosophy that parallels the 
physical law of inertia—that a body in motion tends to stay in 


motion. 


That's why the auto industry thinks some of its best prospects 
are owners who have just wound up payments on a two- or 


three-year-old model. 


It is felt that such folks, still in the habit of budgeting a 


portion of their income for the 


be swayed more easily than others into going ahead in an unin- 


terrupted spend pattern. 


These are among the reasons why the auto makers are bet- 
ting heavily on a substantial sales upsurge this spring. 


The Other Side of the Coin 
But they’re not ignoring the other side of the coin. 
They know, first of all, that they have to overcome re- 
sistance to the higher prices that accompanied the 1957 model styl- 


ing and performance changes. 


One effect of the price boost, some sources feel, is that many 
prospects have turned to late model used cars. 

Another bugaboo is tight money. 

More than one industry leader has expressed concern that 
they'll lose sales because mote careful screening of credit appli- 
cations will eliminate some prospects. 

But bankers and economists feel anyone who gets the thumbs 
down treatment shouldn’t have been considering a new car 


anyway. 


Nonetheless, recent Detroit reports indicate the auto industry’s 
over-all new ear sales are holding steady enough to bolster the 
auto makers’ optimism over spring prospects. 


Lower Priced Autos Gain in Sales 


Incomplete tabulations for the first two months of this year 
show auto buyers setting two interesting new trends. 

First, perhaps because of the impact of higher prices, the 
lower-priced new car field is gaining a larger share of the market 
at the expémse of the middle-priced lines. 

And production-wise, General Motors slumped 10.7 per cent 


below a year ago in January 
Chrysler have roared ahead. 


Though complete registration figures for this period won't 
be in for several weeks, production statistics as a reflection of 
retail demand would indicate that Ford and Plymouth have taken 
the first amd third sales spots, respectively, from Chevrolet 


and Buick. 


Some dealers and factory officials attributed 
their 1956 debacle, when a record March 1 
inventory of more than 900,000 new models sat 


gathering dust, to 1957-model publicity—too much 
of it too early, they say. 


Others felt it was simply a reflection of the 
industry’s record 1955 volume, which left new 
car buyers saddled for two years or so with big 
payments and rtionately little 
urgé to trade in their practically new cars.

The exclusiveness of opening night at the opera has given way 
to the atmosphere of the\Hollywood premiere. 

The closing of the enormous gap between upper and lower 
classes has resulted in democratizing society beyond anything 
that the late Mrs. William Astor, the leader of the Four Hundred, 


could have thought possible. 


To the general public, it appears that New York society has 
been taken over by a rich, gay and amusing international set. 
This set, spiced by celebrities of the entertainment world, gives 
the most exciting parties and receives the most publicity. 

It has been described by a sage Texan as having ‘‘a brilliant 
and beautiful cast, but perhaps a trifle too exotic for the taste of 


New York’s old guard.’’ 


Yet many a member of the old guard has found his own 
group’s concern with lineage and its conservatism in dress and 
manner less appealing than the company of the international set, 
and has deserted to the newer‘and more glittering group.

era in the mid-Nineteen Twenties. Paris and the Hotel de Palais 
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in St. Moritz were its centers. In New York its first leaders were 
the late Conde Nast, publisher of Vogue, and the late William 
Rhinelander Stewart. 


One of its surviving early leaders is Charles Munn, some- 
times called ‘‘the best-<dressed man in the world.”” Mr. Munn is 
the former head of the American Totalisator Co., which mant- 
factures and leases parimutuel betting machines. He introduced 
greyhound racing in England. 


OUTSTANDING MEMBERS 


At the head of the international set’s British contingent are, 
of course, the Duke and Duchess of Windsor, Col. Serge Obolen- 
sky, a prince under the Czars, is outstanding among Russian 
members. 

Industry and commerce are represented, for example, by 
Henry Ford I, William S. Paley of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, John Mortimer Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and the Greek 
shipping leaders, Stavros Niarchos, Aristotle Onassis and Basil 
Goulandris. : 


Other persons of prominence in the set are Mrs, George F. 
Baker, the former Edith B. Kane of Tuxedo Park; Miss Elsa 
Maxweli, the party-giver; Henry R. Lace, the publisher, and his 
wife, the former ambassador to Italy; and the Cornelius V. Whit- 
neys, Winston Guests, Herbert Sheftels and Angier Biddle Dukes. 

Their parties and dances are gay, their dinner parties amus- 
ing, and their charity balls nearly as brilliant as those of the past. 

The credo of the international set is to ‘‘have fun and raise 
funds.’’ It does both with elan. , 

Last year the April in Paris Ball, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. William C. T. Gaynor, the former Rosemary Warburton of 
Philadelphia, netted more than $100,000 for the French Hospital 
and other charities. 

But despite the brilliance of the international set, the old 
guard still ‘‘has its friends,”’ and some of its precincts are still 
impenetrable—or nearly so. Its conduct is conspicuously more 
sedate than that of some members of the newer, less inhibited 
set. 

At an international-set ball this season, one of the great 
names of American society was seen dancing with a former 
model. His wife was jitterbugging with a screen star. One of the 
set sat on a balcony railing, her legs and long diamond necklace 
dangling. 

NOT A SINGLE MEMBER 


An observer of the social scéne was struck by the fact that, 
at this ball, he did not see a single member of the more con- 
servative groups that attend the charity dances of the Boys Club 
of New York or the Yorkville Community Assn. 

The influence of the old guard is still potent, and its contri- 
bution to culture and gentility is immeasurable. It started with 
the Dutch, the first settlers of the city, who brought with them 
the civilization that, at that time, was called the highest in Eu- 
rope. And Dutch name derivatives still inspire respect in New 
York society. 

Among those early families were the Remsens and Supdams 
of Brooklyn; the Van Cortlandts, whose ancestral home is now a 
park; the Van Rensselaers, great patrons of the Hudson Valley; 
and the Roosevelts. 

Other Dutch families—the Van Nordens, Rhinelanders, Beek- 
mans, Verplancks, Schermerhorns, De Peysters and Kips—have 
built homes, supported churches and conducted businesses in the 
city and its environs for nearly 300 years. Their descendants are 
found on the boards of leading civic and charitable institutions. 

They and the descendants of the early British settlers form 
the backbone of the old guard. The British strain is perpetuated 
by the Livingstons, whose ancestor, Chancellor Robert, admin- 
istered the oath of office to President Washington, the Barclays 
and Auchinclosses, who came from Scotland, the Alexanders, 
Averys, Ludlows, Hamiltons and Morrises.

Island Exile Turns to Adventure 
For Couple Visiting in Venezuela

It looked for a while like Col. 
and Mrs. Robert S. Rosser of 
the Georgia Military Academy 
might have to stay in South 
America. They were marooned 
on an island in the Caribbean 
because they didn’t have the 
proper papers to get back to 
the mainland of Venezuela, 
where they were vacationing.
